VII.  Publications

for cover art.  

Sarah Boyer has returned on a part-time basis and will continue to 

oversee distribution to local bookstores. 

3. Cambridge Street Names. Volunteer Michael Kenney has updated a catalogue of city streets 

originally compiled by City Engineer Lewis Hastings in the 19th century. Publication is 

awaiting the new CHC website. 

4. Cambridge Mayors. Kit and Michael Kenney are preparing longer biographies of the 

mayors and other city officials whose portraits hang in City Hall. These will be published 

as a booklet.  

VIII.  Archives and Collections (Emily Gonzalez) 

1. Survey Files Digitization Project: In addition to researching large-scale digitization 

projects at similar organizations to the CHC, I’ve been working on scheduling an onsite 

meeting with Peter Stott from the Massachusetts Historical Commission to discuss their 

inventory digitization project.  I also spoke with Erick Roderick, IT Project 

Manager/Business Analyst, to kick-start a collaboration between the CHC and IT for our 
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project. I’ll be on a working group with IT and other city groups to discuss digitization 

priorities and strategies. 

2. Policies: Kate Gyllensvard and I brainstormed creating a new accessioning policy and 

deed of gift form for the CHC. This would address numerous issues with digital copyright, 

donor permissions and publishing our archival collections online. I have continued to 

work on drafts of our new collections policy. 

3. Digitizing Our Collections: Based on my collections inventory and preservation needs, I 

put together a tentative list of smaller collections that we could send to the Digital 

Commonwealth for digitization.  

4. Library: Charlie and I went through several boxes of books to either be accessioned into 

our library collection or deaccessioned.  

5. Internships: Our two advanced Simmons interns are nearing completion of their projects, 

finishing their finding aids and continuing to physically reorganize their collections. 

Darren Young, who has been processing the Frederick Rindge collection, will be showing 

off selected collection items to visitors during our Open Archives Tour in June.
